"I shall be personally responsible for 


the conduct o£ the departments," con-' 
tinued Mr. Harrison, "and I shall name 
men- for the' heads of departments who 
are personally known to me and whom 
I consider my personal friends. That 
has been my policy -In times past. It 
is a perfectly safe forecast that there' 
will be a'n entirely new list of cabinet 
officers.' 


"My promise is not out to any one 


for any appointive office," the mayor- 
elect declared. 
"No 'promises of any 


kind have been made. I have chosen 
no one for' anything and no one will 
know who is" on the list until'it is sub- 
mitted to the council." 


Non-Partisan Rule in Council - 


While the democrats have gained in 


the city council and will have a ma- 
jority of twelve instead of the- six they | 
have had during the last year, it is' 
said that the non-partisan organization 
of committees which has been the cus- 
tom for fifteen years, will still prevail. 
A 'sufficient number of the incoming 
aldermen have signed a pledge to stand 
by the non-partisan • organization 
to 


insure a two-thirds vote when the 
question comes up for final decision. 
The council will stand 41 democrats to 
20 republicans. 


.Mayor-elect Harrison is nn advocate

tees. 


The senate session today lasted 


only twenty-five minutes. . The. sen? 
,ate will continue'to "ma.rk time" 
until the house "does something." 


The house took up the adoption 


of its new rules, limiting general 
debate to four hours, to be equally 
divided and granting the privilege 
of offering only one substitute set-of 
rules. 


Insurgents Ask Privileges.

Quiet Interest in Message.

plause at its conclusion. It was re- 
ferred to the committee on ways and 
means. 


The senate, following its purpose to 


mark time and wait for the policy of 
the house democrats to develop, ad- 
journed soon after 
listening to the 


president's message. 


The house, however, had an import- 


ant day ahead of It. Tb? republicans 
had given notice that they would con- 
duct a sharp fight against the new 
rules.

, It may be considered a reasonable supposition that the 
Lorimer affair.-was a potent operating cause -against 
his election, while the "personal liberty" issue massed 
against him the weight of a great vote that in Chicago 
alway? is organized, cohesive and militant. 


Mayor-elect Harrison already has served four terms 


in the high office to which he has just been chosen. 
That he gives a majority of the people of Chicago the 
kind of municipal rule they want no one can gainsay 
in face of such testimony as \hat. It may not be the 
kind of rule they ought to desire, but no government 
will be higher or better than the aspirations of the 
people who create it, live under it and sustain- it. But 
it is now six years since Carter H.Harrison retired 
from the mayoralty of Chicago.

the newer spirit that is giving all over the country an 
uplift to the administration of public affairs.

POLICE -INCREASE 
IMPOSSIBLE. 


It appears that the present state of the city's finances 


will not permit any considerable increase of the police 
force. This is so much a matter to be regretted that 
not only the council but the taxpayers in general 
should give the situation attentive consideration. 
In- 


crease of the tax levy is always unpopular, frequently 
it is needless. 
Certainly no further burdens should 


be put upon the community in this regard without 
clear proof that such a course is imperative. 


Fort Wayne has been going along for many years 


with an inadequate police force and can make shift 
to go on longer. 
Certainly it will have to if there is 


no help for the situation. But that the police force 
must at no very distant "day be enlarged to meet the 
needs of a communiy that is growing rapidly in'num- 
bers., that will further expand in territory and that 
presents multiplying interests to be warded by police 
does not admit of dispute and should be made a mat- 
ter of concern to the minds of the administration, the 
council and the taxpayers. 


It may be that the city can a little later be so financed 


as to permit of substantial increase of the police force 
'without resort to increase of the tax lew. It ought to 
be done in that way. The people already are bearin_ 
as heavy burdens for the support of government as 
they should be called upon to bear. Co-operation o 
the administration and the council upon the polici 
question doubtle?? would bring a partial solution o 
the financial problem.

AS JAPAN VIEWS WAR. 


(Prof. Taichl Haga in the Oriental Review.) 


The gravest of all the mistakes which the occidental peo- 


ples make as to the character of the Japanese is that which 
has its application in the "yellow peril" bogy. The valor 
and strength of the nation was observed in the Chino- 
Japanese war, during the Boxer trouble and in the reosn 
Russo-Japanese war, with the conclusion that we are a 
warlike people literally eager for fighting. The fear was 
openly expressed that the Tapanese might seek to invade 
Europe, and that the white people might be overwhelmed 
by the yellow race as they were once by the armies o 
Gengis Khan. But this is a mere apprehension. Race'an- 
tagonism is the senesis of it. 


There is no doubt that we have been a nation of military 


valor from of old. JapsfV. of today still remembers the timi 
of military rule, abolished only forty years ago. Notwith- 
standing all this, we have never been aggressive warriors 
throughout our long history. 
We display our valor only 


from the necessity of self-protection. 
We never dran 


sword without first being' attacked. 
The feudal samura 


exercised the utmost care not to give a blow for ligh 
cause. 
Our sword is a defensive weapon, not an instru 


ment of murder. 


When a new blade was forged for a. samurai it was an 


old custom to celebrate the acquisition of this family treas 
ure with the eating of a kind of bean dish, the idea sug 
gested being that the sword might never be used for cut 
ting just as the bean dish required no knife. Only when 
i man's honor was at stake would he fearlessly chastis 
the offender. 
In our plays those who attack on sligh 


provocation are not honorable, the true samurai resortin 
to his sword only from sheer necessity. Wanton massacr 
of captives is unheard of. To win them through kindnes 
and to bring about their voluntary obedience has been th 
traditional policy of Japan.

If any are appointed in the next two 


years the tax rate will have to be 
raised because, the city has some bonds 
falling due that must be met and Is not 
In position to take on any additional 
expense under the- preset levy. 


The city council committee of the 


whole went on record last night as 
recognizing the need of additional pa- 
trolmen and expressed a willingness to 
comply with the request of the Re- 
tall Merchants' association but was 
forced to postpone action Indefinitely i 
after hearing a statement from Ctty I 
Controller W. S. Cutshall. 
" i 


Mr. Cutshall, at the request of Mem- 


ber Van Swerlngen. explained that the 
total receipts for the ytar will be ap- 
proximately $340,000 with $331,000 al- 
ready appropriated, leaving a balance 
of JH.OOO that will probably be u'sed 
before the end of the year. He said it 
will take all the funds to pay the ex- 
penses for the year. The increase in 
the salaries of lire and police forces 
will take 15,000 and 'there is no way to 
raise money to pay more policemen 
unless it might be found expedient to 
put ori from five to eight men after the 
first of June, when the city will get its 
first installment of taxes for the year. 


The controller aaid that an item of 


$16,000 to $18,000 that would be neces- 
sary to pay the policemen ought to be 
taken up at the .time of the regular ap- 
propriations for next year. The pres- 
ent bonded indebtedness of the city is
